cat of corrupted nature) yet we are natural 
recipients, and agents, and it is Our natural 
aculties which Grace reneweth, and be- 
ng renewed exerciſe the atts of holineſs ; 
ad God worketh on us according to qur na - 
ture, and by cauſes ſuited to our capacities 
and to the work. As he uſcth not to give men 
the knowledge of Languages, Philoſophy or 
any Art, by the Teaching of the ignorant 
and unskilful, ſo much as by Learned $kilful 
Teachers,we rault ſay the fame of our Teac- 
hers of ſacred Truth : and though Grace be 
the gift of the holy Ghoſt, experience 
conltraineth all ſorts of Chriſtians almoſt to 
acknowledge what I here aſſert. Why elſe 
dothey ſo earneſtly contend, that they may 
Ive under the Teachers which they count 
the beſt ? Will Hereticks teach men the 
Truth as well as the Orthodox , why theu 
is there ſuch a ſtir made againſt Heretichs 1n 
the World ? and why arc the Clergy fo ca- 
ger to ſilence ſuch as Preach down that, 
which they approve. Will Papiſts chooſe 
Proteſtant Teachers, or Proteſtants chooſe 
Papiſts. | 

And as men arc unfit to teach others, that 
which they know not themſclves, fo uube- 
licving men, and unholy men, are tar lefs 
bt to pexrſwade the hearers to Faith and Ho- 


lineſs, than believing holy Teachers are. 
Though 
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Though ſome of- them may be furniſhed 
with the ſame notions and words whith + 
ous Godly Teachers uſe, yet uſually; eve 
in that, they are greatly wanting : 
they have not ſo throughly ſtudied" ſaving 
Truth, nor percieved its evidence, nor" ſet 
their hearts upon it, nor deeply recieved and 
retained it. For ſerious affetion quickneth 
the mind to ſerious conſideration, and car 
ſcth men ſpeedily and deeply to recieve that 
truth, which others recieve but ne 


ſuperficially, or not at all. - How 

and proſperouſly do men ſtudy that whi 
they ſtrongly love ? And how hardly do 
they learn that, which they have no delight 
in? much more which they hate, and their 
very naturesare againſt? 

But if an Hypocrite ſhould have good no- 
tionsand words, yet he will uſually be great: 
ly wanting in that ſerious delivery, which 
is ordinarily necdfull to make the Hearers 
ſcrious Chriſtians. It ſeldom reacheth the 
heart of the Hearer, which cometh not 
from the heart of the Speaker. As light 
cauſeth light, ſo heat cauſcth heat 5 And the 
dead are unfit to generate Life, The arrow 
will not go far or.decp, if both the Bow and 
Arm be not ftrang that ſhoot it z conſtant 
experience telleth us undeniably , of the 
different ſucceſſe of the reading or ſaying! 
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i it-kfſon, or a dell; or a mere dffeated

on,&capplication of well choſen matter;which 
the experienced Speaker well underfland-

proacher of thoſe, whoſe applauſe he 
ſought, thinking by diſgraceing them, to 
defend his own eſteem, by .makiap their 
cenſure of him incredible, or contemptible. 

Andif the Hypocrite ſhould hold on his 
ay affeftation, with plauſible art, yet it 
will not reach to an anſwerable diſthargeof 
the reſt of his miniſterial work : It 4s 
men, that he expeQeth his reward, and in 
the ſight of men, onthe publick Stage that 
he appeareth in his borrowed Glory. But 
in his Family, or his Converſation. or hit 
miniſterial Duty to men in private, he at- 
ſwereth not his publick ſhew. He will not 
ſet himſelf to inſtruct, and win the igno- 
rant and impenitent, and zealouſly to ſave 
men from their ſms, and to raiſe - mens 
earthly mindsto Heaven, by praying with 
them, and by heavenly diſcourſe, and by a 
heavenly Converſation - nor will he be a 
much coſt, or labour to do good. _ 

S. 6. But alas, the far greateſt part of 
bad anexpericnced Clergie men, do prove 
ſo hurtful to the Church, that they have 
not ſo much as the Hypocrites ſceming 
Zeal and Holyneſs to cloak their ſin, or 
profic their people with. The fad caſe of 
the Chriſtian World proeleimeth this; Ln

( Abaſſia » Egypt, Syria, Armenia, the 
Greeks, and Moſcovites, &c, nor only the 
Papiſts Prieſts in the Weſt, but too great a 
nmber in the Reformed Churches. And 
it is more ap una _ wonderful : For 
there gocth ſo mach to the ral plantin 
ofa <— faithful Miniftey, tha itis " 
great Mercy of God, that ſuch are not 
more rare. | 

1. If they have not Natural Capacity, 
there is not matter for Art and Ordinary 
Grace to elevate.

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Hearts, or vicious Lives, how probable i 
it, that they will choofe ſuch as themſelves, 
or at leaſt, ſach as will not much cro> 
their Luſts, | 

6. And if fach worldly and wicked Pre 
htes be the Ordainers, Examiners, 
and Inſtitators of the Inferior Clergie, or 
be their Rulers, it's caſie to know what for 
of men they wil-Intraduce and Countenance, 
and whatſort they will filencc,and diſcourage. 

7. And if Lay-Patrons have the choice of 
Pariſh Paſtors, and moſt, or many ofthem 
ſhould be ſuch, as Chriſt tells us the Rieb 
moſt uſually are, as worldly, and ſenſual 
ſort of men, or ſuch 8s have no lively ſenſe 
of Heavenly things, we may eaſily conje- 
ure, what men fuch are likely to preſent.

t, Their Ignorance, or ſcandalous Ambi- 
tion, Covetouſneſs, and other ſins, do ren- 
der them ſo contemptible in the Eyes of ma- 
ny, that it tends to make the Church, and 
dlReligion fo. And when Nobles, Gen- 
temen, and People think baſely of the: Mi- 
diſtry, Church, and Religion for their 
fakes, how ſad is the caſe of ſuch a people. 
The Goſpel is half taken away from a 
Nation, when tis taken out of their eſteem, 
and brought under their reproach and foorms 
And a corned Clergie will prepare for the 
ſcorning of Religion: And an ignorant,or 
worldly ambitzous , fleſhly, ſcandalous 
Clergie, will be a ſcorned Clergy with two 
many, Eraſmus much diſpraced the Ger- 
mane Proteſtants, when he deſcribed ſome 
of thera, as having a Bottle of Wineat heir 
Girdle, and his Þ.anflacion of the New Te-, 
ſtament in their hands, ready to diſpute for 
t with blows : And ſo do many thattell 
the world how many of the Lutheran Mini» 
ſters are given to excebs of Drink, and'un+ 
peaccable reviling of Diſſenters. And'ithe 
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fame Eraſmus -much depreciated eithet i. 
ſhops, or Scotiſts, when ſpeaking of the 
Scotiit Biſhop of London, ' who'lwas Dr. 
Collets Adverſary, he ſaith, / bave kn 
ſome ſuch whom I would not call Knave, 
but never one, whom I could call a =o of 
an. Not only Drunkenneſs and bruitilh ſts, 
but fattitiouſneſs, ermvy, unpeaceableneſr, Cm- 
tentionſneſ7, and eſpecially a proud and word- 
ly mind, will be in moſt mens Eeyes, more 
ugly ina Miniſter, than others : For where 
there is a double Dedication to God, that 
which is Common, will ſeem Unclean, and 
when there ſhould be a double Holyneſs, fn 
will appear to be double fin. 

2. And indeed a carnal wordly Cler- 
pie are oft the moft powerful and obſtinate 
hinderers of the Peace, and quietneſs of 
Church and State. 

1. By fitting themſelves to the humours 
of thoſe, in whoſe power their preferments 


. are, be it never ſo much to the injury of 


mens Souls, Bodies, or Eſtates, or againſt 
the publick good and ſafety ! Or elſe, lead- 
ing the people into errour for popular ap- 
plaufe. 

2. By adomineering humour, in matters 
of Religion - taking themſelves Law-giv- 
ersto others, and taking their witts and 
wills for uncontroulable; laying _—_ 

a 
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and Hell upon their own Inventions or Con- 
ceits, and the Controverſies which they end- 
kfly make, but underſtand not, and hereti- 
ating, or anathematizing ſuch as take them 
not for Oracles, or Rabb1's, that muſt not 
be gainſay'd. 

3. And by Corrupting the Chriſtian Re- 
gion, and Church, by departing from the 

riſtian ſtmplicity, and purity ; and form- 
ng Dorine, Worſhip, and Government, 
according to their own carnal worldly minds 
and intereſt, 

4 And than militating apainſt the beſt 
that contradidt them, or ſtoop not to them, 
thongh it be to the diftrattion and diviſion 
of the Churches. ' And uſually they are the 
hardeſt to be brought to peace, and recon- 
ciliation, and do moſt agamſt it, whenever 
tisattempted by Peace-makers, who pitty 
- woeful caſe of ſuch a ſelf-diſturbing peo- 
ple. 

F. 10, All this hath been ſolong mani- 
felted to the ſad Experience of mankind, in 
moſt Nations, and Ages of the Chriſtiau 
World, that it is not to be denyed, or con- 
cealed. And ſhould we pretend the Honour 
of the Church and Clergie, for the denying, 
or the hiding of ſuch grievous Sins, it would 
but make us partakers of the guilt, and dif- 


pleaſe the moſt Holy God, who will _ 
; Ing 
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fin in whomſocver ſhamed , and hardey 
others who are ready to imitate them, 
The Holy Scriptures opcn and ſhame the 
ſins even of Adam, of Nee, of Ly, 
of David, of Solomon, of Peter, and of 
Gods choſen pcople the Fews: and this 
was not a faulty uncoveriug of their naked- 
neſs, but a neceſſary diſgrace of ſin, and mn» 
nifeſtation of the Holyneſs and Juſtice df 
God, and a warning to others that we fhould 
not ſin with ſuch Examples before our Eyes.

I have written the Hiſtory of the Biſhops, 
and Councils of former Ages, in which, 
with their virtues, Ihave opened their mu 
carriages : ſome blame it, as if it were w- 
covering their nakedneſs. But 1 have fad 
nothing but what is openly proclaimed of 
them long agoc, by their own greatelt flat- 
terers ; and it was Chriſt himſelf that fad 
Remenver Lots Wife : The Pit which 6 
many have fallen into, muſt be uncovered, 
and God, and Holynefs muſt be honoured, 
rather than thoſe that diſhonour thembym: 
Sin confeſſed and forſaken, is not ſo dange- 
rous, as ſin denyed, and extenuated : 
that hid-th it, ſhall not proſper. Sin 1s 4 
reproach to any people, Pro. 14. 34-.40d 
6. 33. EvenGod that forgiveth it to the pe 
mtcat, wii ſhame it, to keep others from 
com 
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committing it. He that minceth; or  hid- 
&> it, tempteth others to imitate it; 

Alas, what work have a worldly, proud, 
and ignorant Clergie made in moſt Chriftian 
Nations, theſe thirteen” hundred years. 
Ahbanaſmu , Chryfoſtoms , Iſidort- Peluſio- 
te, &c. but eſpecially, excellent . Grepory 
Naztamene have told it us, even of their 
flouriſhing times, more plainly than I now 
mntend to do : They have loved this prefent 
world - ſome ſet themſelves by venting new 
and odd opinions, to draw Diſciples after 
them for applaufe ; ſome furiouſly heretica- 
ting them that differcd from them by ambi- 
guous words ; and making themſelves Lords 
of the Faith of others, and making their ig- 
corant DiQtates the Oracles of the Chvrch - 
ſtriving who ſhould be thought wifeft and 
deſt, bst eſpecially who ſhould be greateſt, 
as if Chriſt had never judged in that Contro- 
verfie Flattering Empcrours and Princes, 
tilthey got Wealth and Power by them, 
and then over-topping them, and troubling 
the World by Rebellfous, and Bloody 
Warrs. Tearing the Churches m pieces, 
on pretence of Union, ard killing, and'barn- 
ing men on pretence of Faith and Charity, 
and Curſing from Chrift his fairhful Ser- 
vants, on - fotos of uſing the Keyes of 
Chriſts Kingdom ; ferting up themſelves, 
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and a worldly Kingdom, on pretence of the 
Spiritual Government of Chriſt ; my 
Merchandize of Souls, on pretence of f 
ing, and ruling them, cheriſhing the people 
in /gnorance, and ſloth, -and carnality, that 
they might be more obedient to their Tys 
ranny, and lefſe capable of oppoſing u; 
hating, and deſtroying the moſt conſciona- 
ble Chriſtians, as Heretichs, or Schiſme 
ticks, becauſe they arc the greateſt Enemies 
to their Sin, and deſires of Reformation; 
provoking Princes to become the bloody 
Perſecutors of ſuch, for the upholding of 
their worldly State and Dignity, yea, mak- 
ing them their Liftors or Executioners, 
to deſtroy ſuch as taey condemn. 

Such work as this, hath deſtroyed. the 
Greeks, or Eaſtern Churches, ſet up Turk 
Tyranny, by dividing Chriſtians, weak- 
ning, and ruining the Emperors, making 
Religion a meer Image of lifeleſs formality, 
and Ceremony, and a powerleſs dying thing. 
Such a Clergic hath darkned, and lamenta- 
bly brought low the Chriſtian Churches in 
Meſeovie, Armenia, Georgia, Mengreliay 
Syria, Abaſſia, and extirpated them in N#; 
bia, and; brought them in Italy, Poland, 
Hiuncary, Spain, France, and moſt of Gere 
many tO what they arc : Such a Clergic have 
brought Ire/and from th: laudable State

X. Give them good Counſel for their 
Souls that necd it ; flatter therf frot with 
falſe hopes of life, when i tenderh to hinder 
their preparations for Death.

Crucified Saviour , Luke 12. and 16, 
&c. 

I. One part of your great danger is, 
that you are commonly bred up among the 
baits of ſenſuality. Itis not for nothing that 
fulneſs of bread is made one of the ſins of 
Sodom, Exch. 16. 49. and that he that af- 
ter lay inthe flames of Hell is deſcribed, as 
richly cloathed and faring ſumptuouſly every 
day. Not that all rich Cloathes or ſumpenors 
ſeaſonable Feaſting is alin, but that theſe uſe 
both to ſignifie ſenſuality and to cheriſh it. 
Its the ſure braud of the. ungodly , to be 
Lovers of Pleaſure more than of God, They 
that but ſeldom come where tempting plen- 
ty is, of delicious meats and drinks are to0 
often overcome : But they that are bred up, 
where plenty of both theſe is daily before 
them, are in greater danger, leſt their 
Table and their Drink become a ſnare.”

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Feaft not therefore without fear, remem- 
ber that fleſh-pleafing ſenſuality is as damna- 
ble in the rich as in the poor, and that the 
greateſt wealth will not allow you to take 
any more ſor quantity or quality , than 
ſtandeth with Temperance, and truly tend- 
eth to fit you for your duty, your riches are 
given you in truſt as God's Stewards, to 
ſerve your Countrey, and relieve the poor, 
and to promote good uſcs, but not to ſerve 
your fleſhly-lufts, nr to be abuſed to ex- 
ceſs or cheriſh ſin. To be ſober and tempe- 
rate is the intereſt of your own Souls and 
Bodies, and under your great Temptations 
the more laudable.

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ſuppreſs ſn in the World. As their places 
ſigninie more than others, ſo do.their ſus ; 
and Noney ſhall they be punſhed:Doth 
the quondem Wealth, Honour or , Pleaſures 
of a Dives, a Pharaoh, an Abab, a Hered, 
a Pilate, a Nerve, caſe a loſt tormented Soul, 
Ill. Another of your Temptations will 
be Pride, and overvaluing of your {clves, 
becauſe of wealth and worldly honour. But 
this is ſo fooliſh a fin and againſt ſuch notori- 
ous humbling evidence, that as it is the De- 
vils Image, it is natures ſhame.

Do you not 
think what it is to lye rotting in «Grave god 
turn to Earth 7 And do you not know how 
much more loathſome a thing, all the Vice 
and Unholineſs of your Souls is ; And what 
it is to have to do with a Holy God,: and 
to be near to judgment and an endleſs 
State. He ig mad in fin that ſuck conlidera- 
tions will not humble. fr 
IV. Another of your dangers is: from 
flatterers, that will be pleaſing and proſong 
ou, but never tell you of that waichſhould 
umb/'e you and awake yourto the ſence'of your 


Ever- 
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mo_—_ concerns. But none here are {6 
angerous as a Flattering Clergy, who bei 

thenſelvs carnal worldlings wands ſeven 
fleſh which is their Maſter, by your Favour 
and Beneficence. Ahab had ſach Prophets that 
ſaid po and Foſper ; in whoſe mouths the 
Devil was @ lying Spitit. How many ſin- 
cere men have been undone by ſuch. 

Remember then what it is to bea ſinful 
man, and what need you have of —_ 
Friends and Paſtors, that will deal faithfully 
with you, as if it were on your death Bed: 
And encourage ſuch, and abhorre' worldly 
flatterers. Your Souls have need gf a 
ſtrong Phyſick, and as plain dealing as the 
pooreſt mens, and therefore bear it, and 
thankfully accept it. 

V. And one of your greateſt dangers here 
will be, that yow own fleſhly minds and 
this. worldly ſort of men, eſpecially if of 
the Clergy, will be drawing you to falſe 
contemptuous thoughts of ſerious Godli- 
neſs, and of ſerious godly men. Whenus 
if you be not ſuch your ſelves you are un- 
done for ever, and all your flatterers, your 
big Names, Wealth and Honour will net- 
ther ſave you nor eaſe your pains in Hell. 
As ever you believe there is a God, betieve 
that you owe him the utmoſt reverence, 
obcdience and love, that your facui]ties can 


per 
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perform. And as ever you care what be-, 
comes of you for ever, pay him this great 
due, and hate all that would divert you; 
and much more all thoſe diabolical ſuggeſti- 
ons, which would draw you to think that a 
_ thing which muſt be your life and 
all. 

VI. But above all I beſcech you fear and 
watch, leit you be drawn to efouſe any 
thing 4s your intereſt , which 1 againſt the 
mtereſt, and command of Chriſt, and againſt 
hu Kingdom, or the good of his Church, or 
the Commonwealth. As the Devil firſt undid 
the World, by making deceived Eve be- 
lieve, that Gods command was againſt her 
intereſt, ſo doth he to this day, but with 
none ſo much as with Nobles and Rich men. 
God hath commanded you nothing bur 
what is for your own good, nor forbidden 
you any thing but what is for your own and 
others "hurt. He needs not you or any ; 
but you muſt allow him to be God, and 
therefore to be wiſer and better than you,6z 
to know better what is beſt & fitteſt for you 
and others : But Satan will ſlander to you 
Gods Laws, Ways and Servants; for heis for 
your enmity and ſeparation from God, and 
thersfore would draw you to believe, that 
that he and his ways arc Enemies to you, and 


againſt ,your pleaſure, honour, domination 
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commodity or caſe. O how many Princes 
and Great Men have been utterly undone, by 
believing the Fleſh, the Devil and his Mi- 
nifters, that Chriſtianity is againſt their po- 
wer, honour or other intereſts , and that 
the Scripture is too preciſe, and that Con- 
ſcience,obeying God before them,is againſt 
their power and prerogative, and ſo have 
ſet them as Enemies to keep under Conſci- 
ence and ſerious godlineſs, left obedience to 
their wills be thereby hindred. 

Yea how many alfo ſo dote, as to think 
that the intereſt of Head, Heart, Stomack 
and Members, of Rulers and Subjedts , 
ſtand not in Union, but in contrariety and 
victory againſt cach other. Woto the Land 
that hath ſuch Rulers, and to the poor Te- 
nants that have ſuch Land-Lords. But 
much more wo to ſuch ſelfiſh oppreſſours, 
that had rather be fearcd than loved, and 
take it for their honour to be free and able to 
do miſchief, and deſtroy thoſe,whoſe com- 
mon welfare ſhould be more pleaſant to 
them than their own. And to them efpeci- 
ally thattake ſcrious godlineſs, and godly 
men to be againſt them, and therefore bend 
their wit and power to ſuppreſs them ; as 
if they ſaid as Luxe 19. 27, We will not 
have this man rcign over ns, whom Chriſt 
will deſtroy as his unthankſul Enemies, = 
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will break them with his lron rod, and daſh 
in peicesas a potters veſſel, Pſal. 2. 

VII. As you love, your ſelves and the 
common good, get good men about you, 
read ſſ.101. 15,16. Eſpecially faithful reach- 
ers, and next godly Friends and Servants, 
audComp2nt915,and read much the H.ſtories 
of the Livcs'of wife and Godly men, ſuch 
as K. Edw. 6th. and the Lord Harrinatons 
young men, imitate ſuch excellent perſons 
as Scripture and other Hiſtory juſtly com- 
mend to your imitation. It will be profita- 
ble to read the Lives of worthy men, ſuch 
as are gathered by Mr, Clerk, Dr. Fuller, 
Thuanus, Beza, yea of the Martyrs; and 
of ſuch Chriſtian Princes as Conſtantine M, 
Theodoſins, &c. Maximilian 2d. Emperor, 
John Frederick of Saxony, Philip of Haf- 
fla, Lutry. Pius of France, yea ſuch Hea- 
thens as Titus, Trajan, Adrian, but eſpt- 
cially M. Azrel. Antonine and Alex. Seve- 
rus : Yea and ſuch Lawyers, Philoſophers, 
Phyſicians, but eſpecially Divines, as Mel- 
chior Adamaus in Four Volums bath recorded 
and of ſuch Biſhops as Cyprt an, Naziantene, 
Ambroſe Auſtin, Baſil, Chryſoſtome, and our 
Uſker and fuch others. 

VIII. Live not in /dleneſs 'a3 the Sons of 
rich men too oft do) for that will ruſt and 
corrupt your minds, and cheriſh beſorting, 
damning 
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damning luſts, and fender you worthleſs and 
uſeleſs in the world, and conſequently the 
greateſt plagues of your Country, to which 
you ſhould be the greateſt helps and bleſ- 
fmgs. Make as much Conſcience of improv- 
ing your hours, as if you were the pooreſt 
men : you have moſt wages, and ſhould do 
God moſt work. Letholy and uſeſul ſtudies 
one part of the day, and doing good to others 
another part, andneceflary refreſhment and 
exerciſe another, take up your time ; you 
have none allowed you for any thing unpro- 
fitable, much leſs hurtful. 

O what a bleſſing to the world are wiſe 
Godly Magiſtrates, and what a curſe arethe 
Foolith and Ungodly. 

IX. Remember that the grand deſign of 
the Devil and all deceivers is to delude and 
corrupt the rulers of the people, knowing 
how much they ſignifte by their Laws, Pow- 
er and Examples : and how fad it will be 
to be judged as a Perſccutor or a Captain of 
iniquity. And therefore you muſt have a 
greater ſcli-ſuſpicien, and fear of ſeduftion 
and fin than others ; and muſt watch raore 
carefully againſt wicked: Counſel and exam- 
ple, bit eſpecially the Temptations of your 
own fleſh, and corrupted nature, and of 
your V Vealth ani place.

draw in more, whereas the help of thoſe 
that by long and ſaccefSfnl Study ,' | have 
rightly ordered and digeſted their concepti- 
ons, might be an exceeding help to willing 
Learners. 

2. And ſuch by Pride do forfeit the Grace 
of God, which he giveth to the humble,and 
refiſteth the proud ; and are oft given upto 
the ſelf-conceitedneſs which they ſo defend, 
till their own Counſels and ways be their

It is by this one fin of 
proud [elf- conceitedneſs in falſe thoughts, that 
Kingdoms, Churches and the World by ob- 
ſtinacy ſeems remedileſs , and the wiſcſt 
men that would cure them can do no good, 
but on themſclves and few.
